MAX F. BIER 


Max F. Bier, proprietor of the 
old established and well known 
stamp firm Max F. Bier Co., with 
offices at 47 Bertha Place Staten 
Island, New York, passed away on 
January 24th, due to a heart at- 
tack. For the past year or so, he 
had been suffering from this trou- 
ble, but was holding his own until 
about two weeks ago when he 
failed rapidly until the end. 





Mr. Bier was fifty-six years old. 
For over forty years he had been 
engaged in the stamp business, 
and prior to the war, had connec- 
tions all over the world. At one 
time he _ specialized in auction 
sales, but recently had generally 
confined his activities to filling 
want lists and approval selections. 
He was a member of all the promi- 
nent Philatelic Societies. 


Mr. Bier’s passing will be 
mourned by his multitude of cus- 
tomers and friends, some of whom 
had dealt with him for over 2 
quarter of a century. 


Mr. Bier has been a user of ad- 
vertising space in the various pub- 
lications which we have printed 
in the years since the early part 
of this century and is undoubtedly 
well known to many of the read- 
ers of this paper.

of May, 1943.” 

Below this announcement there 
is notice of a memorial religious 
ceremony to be held at the local ~ 
church to commemorate his death. 

You will of course note the Iron 
Cross at the top of the announce- 
ment. 

Mr. Sweet also submits another 
cover of interest, a Fieldpost lete- 
ter mailed from the Russian front. 
This however is on a color of 
paper that would make it im- 
practical to reproduce satisfactor- ° 
ily in a photo and make a cut 
from it and we thus shall not at- 
tempt it.

SHORTAGE OF MATERIAL—

SOME DESIRABLE PHILATELIC WRITINGS 

Under the above heading, in the October 1944 number of the 
Collectors Club Philatelist which has only just come to hand, is an 
article by Mr. Steve Rich with some suggestions as to the need for 
new books on various subjects. Naturally the article has to do pri- 
marily with the need for highly specialized books 
on the subjects mentioned and is therefore a call 
for writings that will appeal to but a limited num- 
ber of collectors. The principal need as Mr. Rich 
says is a thoroughly revised and up to date book 
on 19th Century U. S. as he points out that the 
well known Luff Work is so out of date that it is 
of little real value to the collector of today. Mr. 
Rich might have gone farther and said that the 
Luff work never was a specialists book of any 
great value due wholly to the fact that it told so 
little about the stamps and their many known va- 
rieties as are of interest to students and specialists 
but was rather a compilation of Government papers 

George W. Linn and documents, which give but meagre information 
about the stamps and their known varieties. For downright interest 
and informétion on these stamps, the series of small handbooks is- 
sued by E. B. Power many years ago, gave more material of value 
to a specialist and collector than did the Luff work. 

My object in writing this matter is not to support the remarks 
of Mr. Rich that new books are needed, or new phamplets are need- 
ed, which is evident to anyone, but to call attention to another mat- 
ter as concerns Philatelic Writings which we consider has been 
handled in the wrong manner for a long time. 

It is a fact that now and then there is published in some of the 
stamp papers as well as frequently, in the Collectors Club Philatelist, 
articles and studies on certain stamps which are without doubt of 
great value and interest to those collectors who are interested in the 
stamps in question. The point then is, how can these articles be kept 
and filed for reference so that if and when there is occasion to refer 
to them, they may readily be found. 

Let us take this October 1944 number of the Collectors Club 
Philatelist and analyze it and in doing this we can also ask that you 
take some numbers of the American Philatelist of past years and 
analyze them in the same manner and you will then get the point 
we want to make and we believe you will agree with our remarks. 

The Collectors Club Philatelist contains, counting the cover, 52 
pages. Of these 52 pages there are 16 pages devoted to an article on 
Porto Rico; 7 pages to an article titled, “Pedigree of Rare Stamps” 
anc 8 pages to an article on Postmarks and Cancellations on Sardi- 
nian stamps. 

A total of 31 pages out of 52 that contain matter that is of un- 
questionable interest and value to a certain number of collectors. 
In some instances all three articles may be desired by some collec: 
tor for future reference, in other cases only one or two of the arti- 
cles, may be considered as desirable for keeping for  fu- 
ture reference. 

The point we now want to make is that articles of this nature 
should not be published in a journal of this type along with the 
other material and the many pages of advertising that are printed. 

If a collector desires to keep this material it should be in phamp- 
let form. Along with the same issue of the C. C. P. comes a phamplet 
on GREECE. Now if the other three articles nad also been prepared 
in the same style as this phamplet on Greece, those who have a wish 
to retain any of the articles for further reference could do so with 
a minimum of space and trouble. They could index their library in 
such manner that they could readily locate any of the articles if 
wanted for reference, but in the form that the material is presented, 
it becomes lost in a pile of old papers and magazines and in most 
cases is soon thrown away. If in Phamplet form it could and much 
of it would be kept for years and it would become of value as a 
Philatelic Publication. 

Much that deserves the same treatment has been printed in the 
American Philatelist in years past and much of this has long ago 
been dumped to the scrap paper drive. 

We believe that the club or society that wishes to print material 





of this nature should produce it in such manner that it may be kept 464 


by those members who desire it for reference without the necessity 


of filing away at the same time an equal bulk of paper that as the ? 


years go by, becomes just a lot of scrap paper. 





THEY ARE AMG STAMPS 

A contemporary publication prints a statement that the French 
AMG stamps are not an AMG issue but were sold at operating post- 
offices to civilians only. These AMG stamps for both France ‘and 
Italy were made for civilian use and not for use of the army. They 
were part and parcel of the Military Government set up by the Al- 
lies in occupied territory and were intends to provide suitable post- 
age stamps for the civilian population and not for soldiers mail. 





IF YOU ARE A PLATE NUMBER COLLECTOR 

Last week, this paper printed a complete list of the plate num- 
bers on all 18 values of the new Postal Note Stamps that go in use 
February Ist. If you are a plate number collector you may appreciate 
that, but the point is that we will bet you a mint block of four U. S. 
stamps that no other stamp paper or newspaper in the country will 
carry that same list until later. How did we get the list? Well, that 
would be telling, but a good newspaper man must have “a nose for 
news.” If we went into detail to explain how we got several of the 
“beats” we scored last year, we might awaken some of the other 
boys, or at least start them to thinking.

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 


More Rumor And News 





A letter is at hand from Mr. 
Frank T. Plowman of the Nutmeg 
Stamp Company of Stanford, 
Conn. Mr. Plowman first takes us 
to task for lack of information on 
the stamp in question. He also 
blames the Philatelic Press for the 
run on this stamp. He concludes 
by sending copies of letters from 
the Department at Washington and 
wants to know why we do not get 
the dope. 

As a matter of record, all of the 
information in the papers he sends 
us has been printed before, in fact 
soon after or before the stamp 
was issued. The matter he men- 
tions is the quantity authorized for 
issue. This figure is fifteen mil- 
lion as has long ago been noted, 
but the question is, how many 
were sold at the Agency, or issued 
to postoffices. Word from Wash- 
ington when the stamps were put 
on sale is that a large part of 
the printing was so poor that it 
was unfit for sale to Philatelists. 
Therefore were 15 million stamps 
disposed of in the usual manner 
or is the figure much less? 

The Korea sheets were all with 
the name and invert “T” mark at 
the top of the sheet, none with 
“T” at bottom, so the advice from 
Washington states. This we also 
published when the stamp was 
issued. Trouble is we can not re- 
print this matter every week and 
if people do not see it when 
printed, we can not help that. 

Mr. Plowman states that he is 
advised (rumor) that a New York 
crowd put up $200,000 to pick up 
the last of the Koreas at the 
Agency. That would mean 80,000 
sheets. If and when the Depart- 
ment cares to give us the real facts

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This week we print another of 
the list of questions from Lucille 
Smith of Denver. 

What are the Kansas-Nebraska 
Stamps? 

In the Scott catalogue, the Kan- 
sas Stamps are numbers 658 to 668 
inclusive and .the Nebraska are 
numbers 669 to 679 inclusive. 

These stamps are the regular 
issue of 1926-27, those perforated 
11x10% or as the regular 1922-25 
designs. The stamps are overprint- 
ed “Kans.” or “Nebr.” The pur- 
pose of their issue was experi- 
mental, 

They were on sale only in the 
postoffice of the states named, 
yet good for postage in any city in 
the United States. Evidently the 
purpose for which these stamps 
were issued was not practical and 
they were withdrawn and discon- 
tinued after a short time. 


I notice the expression, “average 
to fine or superb” is used a good 
deal in the advertisements. Does 
this refer to the condition of the 
stamps? 

The answer is YES. However 
any. attempt to elaborate on these 
terms and discuss them in a gen- 
eral way would require many 
pages of copy and would be an ex- 
tensive article in itself. 

Price lists are advertised for the 
asking. Does this mean te sell or 
buy or both? 

Price lists usually mean lists of 
stamps or Philatelic material for 
sale by the person offering the list. 
When there is reference to stamps 
that a dealer wants to buy and a 
list is offered, the term used 
should be “Buying List”.

Bartlesville, Oklahoma, was re- 
cently authorized as a stop on 
AM-43 between Wichita (Kansas) 
and Tulsa (Oklahoma). AM-43 is 
operated by Contintental Airlines, 
Inc., and operates between Pueblo, 
Colo., and Tulso via various inter- 
mediate points. I assume that serv- 
ice to Bartlesville will begin in 
about six or eight weeks. 


In the same _ decision, AM-26 
was extended from Tulsa, Okla. to 
New Orleans, La., via Muskogee, 
Oklahoma; Fort Smith, Akansas; 
Texarkana, Texas; and Shreveport 
Louisiana; into New Orleans, 
Louisiana, Authorization was also 
approved for direct flights on this 
route between Joplin (or Kansas 
City) and Fort Smith to avoid the 
circuitous routing via Tulsa and 
Muskogee. A restriction in the op- 
erating certificate states that all 
flights operating into Shreveport 
and New Orleans must originate 
(or terminate) at Kansas City or 
points north of that point. AM-26 
is operated by Mid-Continent Air- 
lines, Inc., and presently operates 
between Minneapolis and Tulsa 
via Omaha and Kansas City.
